An attentive pei usal of the documents 
and considerable I eflcciion on the aub* 
icct, have confirmed the opinion we ex­ 
pressed. sjine months ago, that the case 
of these persons neither required nor 
permitted the intervrntion of the British 
or any other frreign goveromeni. It ia 
then a question entirely between our­ 
selves i between the officers of govern* 
ment and ihe people. 


We wish we could ssy. with equal 
confidence! that we eiitlrely approve of 
tbe piocscdings of theCourt by which 
these men were condemned.
